DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in this 
application because Figures 1 and 3 appear to have been scanned in photographs and do not 
clearly show the details of the invention. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a 
competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no 
longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to because the cross-hatching of Figure 2 is inappropriate. 
Please refer to MPEP 608.02 for a listing of corss-hatching by material. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Weiss (US 
4,932,577). 

Weiss discloses a drive roller assembly for pulling print media, comprising: 
a rigid drive roller 38 having a length; and 

plurality of pressure rollers 30, 32 adapted for pressing print media against said drive 
roller over substantially different portions of the length. 

In regards to claim 2, Weiss discloses each of the plurality of pressure rollers 30, 32 is 
mounted at a different radial position with respect to the drive roller 38. 

In regards to claim 3 Weiss discloses the different radial positions of the pressure rollers 
are adjacent to each other, as seen in Figures 2 and 6. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Weiss in view of 
Yukio (US 4,720,714). 

Yukio teaches a drive roller assembly having a rigid drive roller 32 the has a hard outer 
surface including a plurality of helical grooves 54, and explained in col. 4, lines 33-42, formed in 
the outer surface in each helical direction of rotation. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify the drive roller of Weiss to include helical grooves as suggested by Yukio, 
to provide an improved frictional surface.
